RESOLUTION 

No. V-24040|14|83-WB.—Whereas the 
Government of India, Ministry of Labour had 
appointed two Tribunals by Notification No. S.O. 
81(E) and S.O. 82(E) both dated the 9th Feb¬ 
ruary, 1979 under the provisions of the Working 
Journalists and Other Newspaper Employees 
(Conditions of Service) and Miscellaneous Pro¬ 
visions Act, 1955 (45 of 1955) to make recom¬ 
mendations to the Central Government to enable 
it to fix or to revise raites of wages in respect of 
non-journalist newspaper employees and working 
journalists ; 

And whereas the aforesaid Tribunals submitted 
their recommendations to the Central Government 
on the 13th August, 1980 ; 

And whereas the Central Government have 
accepted the recommendations of the said Tribunals 
with certain modifications and have published the 
decisions in the Gazette of India ; 

And whereas the State Governments concerned 
arc the appropriate Governments to take such 
action as may be deemed necessary for implemen¬ 
tation of the aforesaid orders of the Central 
Government; 

And whereas, after due consideration of the 
matter, a Committee of Ministers was constituted 
vide Resolution No. V-24040il3l81-WB dated the 
22nd April, 1981 to oversee the matter of imple¬ 
mentation of the aforesaid orders of the Central 
Government; 

And whereas after re-consideration of the matter, 
the Central Government has decided to constitute 
a Tripartite Committee in place of Committee of 
Minis ters with the following composition and terms 
of reference :—

bunals for Working Journalists and non¬ 
journalist newspaper employees as 
accepted by the Government and notified 
vide Orders No. V-24040|6'80-WB. 
dated the 26th December, 1980 and 
9th January, 1981 and No. V-24040|12l 
81 -WB dated the 20th July, 1981. 

2. to look into the complaints of non-imple¬ 

mentation or wrong implementation of 
the recommendations of the Tribunals 
and complaints of retrenchment etc. of 
newspaper employees including part-time 
employees. 

3. to advise the State Governments on matters 

relating to implementation of the recom¬ 
mendations. 

4. to consider other matters germane to the 

foregoing subjects.
